—became effectiv e to bring to Italy the peace she so ardently desired.

USE OF FACILITIES—The words “ military instrument” are signifi­ 
cant. They imply the use of Italian facilities in the continuing 
war against Hitler. 
They suggest that General Eisenhower and 
his forces are free to make the most effectiv e use of an uncon­ 
ditional surrender against Mussolini’s ally . 
And this impression 
was emphasized by the official proclamation issued by Premier 
Pietro Badoglio in putting the armistice Into effect. In acknowl­ 
edging unconditional surrender, the head of the Italian gov ern­ 
ment gav e a pledge of cessation of hostility , and a second pledge 
that the Italians would “ oppose attacks from any other source” — 
which Is almost tantamount to a declaration of war against Ger­ 
many should Hitler decide to assault his one-time ally .

had been the fear that German troops might forestall news of the 
armistice to the Italian people by seizing the Italian radio sta­ 
tions. So Badoglio’s proclamation was broadcast from the Algiers 
radio, and allied planes dropped leaflets to the civ ilian population 
of Italy informing them of their gov ernment’s and their army ’s 
surrender. 
At the time of the signing of the agreement on Sep­ 
tember 3, one member of Badoglio’s staff remained in the island 
while the balance returned to Rome to open the gates of Italy 
wide to allied influx .

It' was revealed that 2'.¿,uu0,U00 
pounds ol bombs had oeen dropped on Italy during August by 
liyers of the northwest Airlcan airforce alone, and more than 
lou.uuo.uoo pounds since the start of the north African Invasion 
last November. 
NO LETUP—Tne allies were taking all steps to hit Hitler. 
It was 
announced that Italian troops were bemg withdrawn from the 
area surrounding Nice, and replaced by Get mans. 
There was no 
immediate indication of the strength of German forces in Italy, 
They have been pouring through tne Brenner pass for more than 
a month and must now numoer, it was estimated, more than a 
quarter of a million men. 
Undoubtedly if they stand, and there 
was no reason to believe otherwise, the river Po wiil be the 
principal line of defense upon which they rely. 
It is historic in 
Italy's life as the scene ut innumerable savage battles. It tumbles 
down from out of the Alps, switt and deep, and on its lowei 
course is held in restraint by dikes. 
But automatically either 
Hitler must stand at the Po in a country no longer friendly or 
leave his backdoor unlocked along the Adriatic, wnere Germany 
crumpled in World war No. 
1. 
OF DOUBLE VALUE—Italy’s surrender not only involves military 
values, but its psychological effect 
upon the millions in the oc­ 
cupied countries will be of 
great importance. 
Through France, 
Holland, Belgium, Norway, Denmark, Greece, Jugoslavia, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia there was brighter sunshine Wednesday. 
BACK TO THE DNIEPER—It was another great victory in Russia 
that occupied attention Wednesday. 
Stalino had fallen, Berlin 
admitted, and along a 700-mile front red army advances ranged 
uia to as high as 12i/j miles. 
In Moscow after Stalino's fali. 
Stalin said that the Donets basin had been cleared of invasion 
forces. 
It is the heart of Russia’s coal supply, and the center of 
her industrial establishments except those developed to the east. 
Beiiin declared that in evacuating Staline all military establish­ 
ments had been destroyed. 
The Germans there followed the 
same pattern as at Orel, Belgorod, and Kharkov in fleeing from 
the on-rushing Russian armies to prevent encirclement. 
It was 
clear that the GermanaT were trying to get back to the Dnieper 
there to make a stand to determine the battle for the eas. 
RAINY SEASON AHEAD—Moscow said that the Russian armies 
were speeding forward in a race against the September rainy 
season after liberating more than 30U communities in the Donets, 
and in the northern Ukraine and Bryansk sectors. 
It said that 
H itler’a forces had suffered at least a million and a half casualties 
in a current summer battle including 400,000 killed. That Dnieper 
battle will pit the Russians in a major encounter. Neither Hitler 
nor Stalin have used their full strength thus far—both sides 
husbanding their aircraft especially. Back to the Dnieper the 
Germans will have a river in some places almost two miles in 
width to fall back upon, and prepared defenses. It is the Russian 
hope to catch them before they reach these defenses. 
THE SEVENTH DAY—The unprecedented cycle of allied aerial 
bombardments of communication lines, airfields and industrial 
targets in western Europe roared on into the seventh successive 
day with attacks upon Amiens, Abbeville, and several other points 
in France. 
Again hundreds of planes wree in the air throughout 
the night and day plastering German-held airdromes, railroads, 
depots and warehouses. 
NOOSE DRAWN TIGHTER—The allied noose around an estimated 
20,000 Japanese troops in the Lae-Salamaua area of New Guinea 
was being drawn tighter. 
American paratroops and Australian 
amphibious forces advanced on fronts near Lae and increased the 
pressure. 
Twenty miles to the west reinforcements were flown 
to the air strip captured by Ameircan paratroopers, and these 
forces pushed to the Busu river only a few miles from the big 
enemy base. 
Ground advances were supported by allied bombers 
which dumped 80 tons of explosives on a key enemy stronghold 
two miles to the north of Lae and 65 tons on another base to the 
northeast. 
Allied fighter planes shot down seven out of a squad­ 
ron of » 30 Japanese bombers, and probably destroyed seven others. 
The Americans ha,d driven to within five miles of the main 
Japanese airfield at Lae. 
200 WARSHIPS—It was estimated that the Italian w’arships still 
afloat number 200. 
Those in the M editerranean were called upon 
to proceed to Gibralter, Tripoli, Malta. Alexandria, and Haifa 
for surrender; those in the Black sea to Russian ports.

had been brou ght u p u nder a diabolical nazi regim e 
pj envision them selves as a dom inant race and the 
m asters of the world. 
When they sit down the next tim e to draw a 
peace, there shou ld be the spirit at the peace table 
whit+i sees not only the Imm ediate lives of the 
men and wom en of the world, bu t the lives of 
little children, both born and u nborn. 
Them m u st be “the feel of tim e’’ in the d raft­ 
ing of this n ext peace.

Perhaps, the acu te peril which Ru ssia faced 
m ay be better u nderstood by recalling tha t the 
territory which the G erm an arm ies overran in 
Eu ropean Ru ssia contained 60 per cent of the 
cou ntry’s entire popu lation, the bu lk of its d e­ 
veloped m ineral resou rces, the richest of Its agri­ 
cu ltu ral lands, and the m ost produ ctive of its 
indu strial establishm ents. 
At the peak of the G erm an invasion, w hen the 
Ru ssians cou ld look ou t u pon the Volga river near 
Stalingrad, and w ere fighting at Stalingrad in the 
streets of that city, they had the choicest part of 
Ru ssia ju st as the Japs now occu py the choicest 
part of China.

Councilman

Wilkinson's 
proposed 5 per cent occupation tax 
against the gross earnings of the 
Iowa i'iebraska Light & Power Co. 
from the sale of natural gas, was 
laid over for two weeks by the 
council Tuesday. 
The motion to 
lay the mea.surt; over was made by 
Mayor Lloyd Marti, and seconded 
by Wilkinson himself. 
After it was too late, Wilkinson 
saui that he had intended to pro­ 
pose similar action on a proposed 
ordinance setting up a 5 per cent 
occupation tax against the gross 
earnings of Lincoln City Lines, 
Inc. 
Instead, it went to a vote 
and was defeated. 
The action of the council was 
predicated on a proposed franchise 
in which are incorporated both an 
occupation tax and car fare rates, 
is now in the hands of the utility 
officials with an ultimaum that 
it must be accepted or rejected by 
September 20. 
Before agreeing to lay over the 
gas proposal, Wilkinson spoke ai 
length on the fact that the gas 
utility here ‘‘has not paid an oc­ 
cupation tax in more than 33 
years.” 
He believed 5 per cent 
occupation tax would be fair, ne 
said, because the company uses 
city property as a medium from 
which 
to 
derive 
its 
principal 
source of revenue. 
Some members of the council 
favor lower car fares, he declared. 
He prefers the tax because the 
council compels owners of auto- 
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mobiles to pay a penny when they 
want to use only a few feet of the 
street for a few minutes. 
Because the city has not as­ 
sessed an occupation tax against 
the company, Wilkinson asserted, 
the city has lost millions of dol­ 
lars in revenue. Now the losis ag­ 
gregates $200 a day, he added. 
That occupation tax suggesticms 
are not new 
problems 
to city 
councils was pointed out by Mayor 
Marti. 
The council already has 
asked the officials of the utility 
to submit figures on which a fair 
and equitable occupation charge 
can be based. 
Part of the desired information 
is now in the hands of the council, 
and mere will be available soon, 
the mayor added. “Therefore, 1 
am not going to vote for a 5 per 
cent, or a I per cent, or a 10 per 
cent tax until we have all the in­ 
formation needed, and studied it 
thoroughly.” 
The mayor added that he hopes 
soon that both an occupation tax 
and lower fares will be made 
available. 
The council has au­ 
thority to control the tax rate, 
and Ls hopeful that a reasonable 
reduction in fares will come. 
Case Is Cite d. 
After the meeting a belief was 
expressed by 
some 
authorities 
that an occupation tax 
has 
not 
been assessed against the com­ 
pany as a result of the dollar gas 
case, final decision on which iti 
favor of the city was 
handed 
down by the U. S. Supreme court 
early in the 1920s. 
The case dated back to 1906 
or 1907, through council action 
initiated by John S. Bishop, then 
a member of the council. 
The 
late Fred Foster was city attor­ 
ney at the time, and late District 
Judge W. M. Morning was em­ 
ployed to assist Bishop in fight­ 
ing the case, when it went into 
the courts. 
C. Petrus Peterson and the late 
C. R. Wilke were city attorney 
and deputy, 
respectively, 
when 
the final decision 
was 
written. 
The fact that there was no occu­ 
pation charged against the com­ 
pany, is believed to be the reason 
the high tribunal ruled in favor 
of the city. 
Ma ny Time s In Court. 
Before the final ruling the case 
had been to the Supreme court a 
number of times. 
The last act in the case was 
the court ordering a refund to all 
patrons, w'ho had paid the higher 
price during the litigation.

WASHINGTON. 
Sept. 
8 — 
(AP) — Allied preparations for 
smashing Germ any's European 
lortress— including an invasion 
oi northwestern Europe — are 
virtually complete, Gen. Gieorga 
C. Marshall disclosed 
today, 
and plans lor decisive triumphs 
over ja pa n are well advanced. 
“The end is not yet in sight," 
the army chief of staff said of 
history’s greatest war, ‘‘but vic­ 
tory is certain.” 
■That the long-heralded “second 
front” was plotted as long ago as 
the Casablanca conference in Ja n ­ 
uary was made clear by his dis­ 
closure that “the plans for air and 
other operations in northwestern 
Europe were review'ed and con­ 
formed” at that meeting. 
Extraordinary Raport. 
Marshall’s conclusion as to the 
invincibility of allied arms was 
set forth in an extraordinary re­ 
port to Secretary of War Stimson 
in which he reviewed the early 
months of heartbreaking defeat 
suffered 
because 
of 
inadequate 
forces, revealed the swift meas­ 
ures taken to stem axis aggres­ 
sion, 
told 
of 
historic 
decisions 
made in Casablanca and Wash­ 
ington, 
and 
showed 
how 
the 
enemy has at last been forced 
on the defensive road to defeat. 
“Strategically the enemy in Eu­ 
rope has been reduced to the de­ 
fensive and the blockade is com­ 
plete,” Marshall declared. “In the 
Pacific the Japanese are being 
steadily ejected or rather elim­ 
inated from their conquered ter­ 
ritory. 
Steady Pacific Gains. 
“In the south and southwest 
Pacific two facts are plainly evi­ 
dent to the Japanese command as 
well as to the world at large: Our 
progress may seem slow but it is 
steady and determined, and it has 
been accompanied by a terrific de­ 
struction of enemy planes and 
surface vessels. This attrition must 
present an appalling problem for 
the enemy high command.” 
“In brief,” he said, “the strength 
of the enemy is steadily declining 
while the combined power of the 
united nations is rapidly increas­ 
ing, more rapidly with each suc­ 
ceeding month. 
“There can be but one result 
and every resource we possess is 
being employed to hasten the hour 
of victory without undue sacrifice 
of the lives of our men.” 
In 
his 
present report, 
dated 
June 30, 1943, but brought up to 
date by footnotes, he deals with 
the last three periods, beginning 
with the full mobolization in this 
country after the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor and continuing 
through months of defensive war­ 
fare to the time when offensive 
actions could be undertaken. 
Flv« War PhoMs. 
Marshall divived the war into 
five phases, dating the fifth and 
last phase from thè start of the 
offensive against Guadalcanal last 
August. The first two phases frim 
the fall of France to the German 
attack on Russia he had dealt 
with 
in his biennial report of 
June 30, 1941. 
Spotted 
throughout 
are 
evi­ 
dences of the advanced state of 
planning and preparation for final 
victories 
in 
which 
the 
united 
nations now find themselves. 
Trained Reserve Ready. 
In contrast to 1941 when there 
were never enough troops, planes, 
guns or bullets to fill the requ^ ts 
of allies and field commanders, 
Marshall 
said that the United 
States now has “a reserve of 
trained units ready for dispatch to 
the various theaters as rapidly as 
shipping becomes available.”
